LONGEST SESSION IN YEARS 


Would Be Held Should the Legislature 
Keep at Work Beyond That Date. 
Matters of Interest Under Consid­ 
eration at the Capital.

Columbus, April 20.—Representative 
Buell, of Columbiana, 
doubts 
very 
much that the legislature will adjourn 
on May 5. as provided for in the house 
resolution. The senate and the house 
are at odds on a number of important 
propositions, and the former 
body 
may take a notion not to concur in the 
time Axed by the house for Anal 
ad­ 
journment. The house refused to ac­ 
cept the senate amendments to the 
Archer game bill and the senate re­ 
fused to agree to the house amend­ 
ment to the Patterson 
redistricting 
bill, committees from .both bodies hav­ 
ing conferred on both propositions. 
The general appropriation hills will 
come up for action in the senate next 
week and just what will be done to 
them is a m atter of conjecture. There 
is a lurking suspicion that one 
or 
two senators, who are ill-humored over 
the refusal of the house to make laws 
of their pet measures will attem pt to 
use the pruning knife on a number of 
appropriations. 
If an adjournment is to be taken on 
the time Axed by the house the legis­ 
lators will have to crowd more work 
into the coming week than has been 
accomplished in any preceding week 
of the session . The prolongation of 
the session till May 12 would make 
the longest held in years.

A BOOM AT SALINEVILLE 


Work on the New Pottery Attracts 
Many New Residents to 
the Town. 
Work on the new plant of the Dres­ 
den China company at Salineville is 
progressing rapidly at 
the 
present 
time. The stone and foundation work 
has nearly been completed and the 
construction work will begin at once. 
Many families have arrived in Saline­ 
ville since the new plant was assured 
and houses have now become 
very 
scarce. 
From all appearances the little coal 
tow'n is on the boom and the indica­ 
tions are that it will become quite an 
important town in the future. 


President A. M. Moreland and Vice 
President Frank W. Fowler, of 
the 
Union Potteries company, of 
Pitts­ 
burg. accompanied by Thomas Price, 
of Toronto, general manager of 
the 
Chelsea and Union plants, were 
in 
this city practically all day yesterday. 
This was the first visit of President 
Moreland to this city since January. 
which was soon after the Union Pot­ 
teries company secured control of the 
local plant. 
Both gentlemen were on 
a general tour of inspection, and after 
the inspection of the Union had been 
completed a visit to the Chelsea at 
New Cumberland was made. 
It was generally thought 
that the 
visit of Mr. Moreland to this city was 
in a measure in connection with the 
American Potteries company, but this 
was quite incorrect. 
There is very 
little doing now as far as the Ameri­ 
can Potteries company is concerned, 
and matters with that end of the bus­ 
iness seem just at present very quiet 
How long they will remain in such a 
state is up to eastern parties, who 
have so far been the prime movers 
in the advancement of the scheme to 
formulate a combination. 
It has bean learned from an author­ 
ity that is absolutely reliable that so 
far as the Union Potteries company 
or Mr. Moreland personally was con­ 
cerned there was never a time when 
this propostion was advanced 
either 
by the Union company or Mr. 
More­ 
land. 
The first steps in taking up 
the 
oahrter of the old American Potteries 
company originated In the province of 
T. W. TapRcott, who is known in this 
city. 
So far as John R. Dos Passos 
was concerned, it is said that he had 
nothing whatever to do with the deal. 
When officials of the Union Potteries 
company were advised of the action 
of Mr. Tapseott the whole plan was 
laid bare to Mr. Moreland, and it re­ 
quired about 
20 
minutes 
to 
sign 
papers, and further than this the offi­ 
cials of the Union Potteries company 
have had nothing to 
do 
with 
the 
scheme. 
Why the deal had not been closed 
is more than some of the parties in­ 
terested in the new move would like 
to know. It has been said that it was 
the proposition that all potteries en­ 
ter the combination free from debt. 
This was possible with the Union com­ 
pany, of this city, but whether it was 
the same with the eastern companies 
cannot be told.

completed a visit to the Chelsea at 
New Cum berland was made. 
It was generally thought 
that the 
visit of Mr. Moreland to this city was 
in a m easure in connection with the 
American Potteries company, hut this 
was quite incorrect. 
T here is very 
little doing now as far as the Ameri­ 
can Potteries company is concerned, 
and m atters with th a t end of the bus­ 
iness seem just at present very q u ie t 
How long they will remain in such a 
state is up to eastern parties, who 
have so far been the primo movers 
in the advancem ent of the scheme to 
form ulate a combination.

A RIVER OF LAND.

“The capacity of tin* Mississippi fot 
filling up canals aud old channels lf 
something awful.” says John Swain lr 
Ainslee’s. “Government engineers have 
found that the amount of solid matte! 
annually carried past Vicksburg in sun 
pension is enough to make a block ol 
earth 300 feet high and a mile square 
Fifty feet off the top of this is spread 
around on tile valley between here an* 
the sen, and the rest goes out into tilt 
gulf of Mexico to build up more conti 
lieut. 
“Think w hat that means. Instead of 
a river of water tills is a river of land 
it would make a ‘olid stream of earth 
five feet deep and nine feet wide, flow 
lug night and day as fast as a man can 
wade, four miles on hour, all sliding 
down oft tim northern half of the coun­ 
try toward the .sea. Year in, year out, 
that endless line of earth goes on. It 
would lake a force of more than 50,000 
men working in eight hour shifts to 
throw the dirt into the stream, suppos­ 
ing Cie river bed were rigid and un in 
exhaustible supply of dirt on Hie bank. 
It would make 23,000,000 wagon loads 
every year. 
“But here—w hat are the use of such 
figures? Below Vicksburg—and above

“Aud all this level country which 
the river overflows and fertilizes is 
constantly increased by this river of 
dirt which tile Mississippi brings down 
froYn the inner region,‘gathered all the 
way from tile Rockies to the Allogha- 
nies. Sometimes the river starts to eat 
away this land that it bns made. In a 
single summer, if it will, it cats away 
half a mile of it out of some bend. It 
cuts it out sometimes an acre at a 
bite and takes with it forests, houses, 
levees and nil else. 
“The river is not a uniformly moving 
atren in. One aide or tile middle moves 
swiftly; the other parts are still or 
sluggish. 
Sometimes even these run 
up stream. Tile sw ift part is the chan­ 
nel current and runs in the deepest sec­ 
tions. 
it makes crossings whenever

alike to both members and the presid­ 
ing officers. It is the hurry and rush 
of the closing days, when bills are 
passed almost without consideration, 
and as rapidly as the clerks eau read 
them and call the roll. Night sessions 
are being sandwiched in when local 
Measures alone are considered and 
passed oftentimes without even a bare 
majority of the members present 
A 
Question has arisen as to, whether bills 
acted upon in this way, and lacking in 
reality the necessary votes to pass, are 
legal, and weather, if their validity 
were to 
be questioned, they would 
stand a test in court. Bu so long as 
no one objects a/td the point is not 
raised the bills go on the statute books 
and become laws. The custom is not a 
new one. and has been followed by 
the legislature since the first session 
was held in 1802.

The chief thing to 
bring him into attention this session 
has been his chairmanship of the re­ 
vision committee. After the speaker­ 
ship fight, in which he vigorously ap­ 
posed McKinnon, the 
latter, while 
wishing to give him some chairman­ 
ship. did not feel disposed to put him 
on one of the more important commit­ 
tees, so he selected the revision. No 
one had heard of that for 20 years, 
and it had not held a meeting for a 
quarter of a century. But Mr. Guerin 
began looking up the law. He found 
the committee could be made an im­ 
portant one, and that its real purpose 
was to revise and pass upon the con­ 
stitutionality of all bills introduced. 
So he announced that all measures 
presented to the house must first go 
into his hands. The speaker and the 


the session through the influence of 
Representative Pollock of Stark, pre­ 
scribing the duties and creating a state 
board of examiners for stationery en­ 
gineers. before which all applicants 
for work of that character must appear 
and pass an examination.

This will be immediately 
passed, and go into effect May I, so 
there will be no real 
delay in the 
operation of the board.

There has been no such contest in 
the legislature during the present ses­ 
sion as marked the passage of the 
first appropriation bill in the house. 
While the struggle was primarily be­ 
tween the Democrats and the Repub­ 
licans as to the justice 
of 
certain 
items contained in the measure, it 
took on the aspect cf a personal mat­ 
ter between Speaker McKinnon and 
Representative Price of Athens before 
the close, and led to a bitter review 
of the speakership fight of last year. 
Price objected to the appropriation of 
$10,500 for the purchase of a farm 
owned by former Supreme Court Clerk 
Josiah Allen, to be used for the benefit 
of the state hospital at Athens. 
His 
opposition was based upon the ground 
that the farru was one which ought to 
go to the city, and should not in any 
event be purchased for the hospital, 
since that institution now has more 
land than it can well handle. But the 
real reason was a personal and polit­ 
ical enmity which he bears to Mr. 
Allen, growing out of continued polit­ 
ical contests in Athens county. He in­ 
sists that both Mr. Allen and Con­ 
gressman Grosvenor pledged him their 
support in th£ speakership fight, and 
later withdrew and openly worked for 
the election of Mr. McKinnon. Price 
remembered this, and openly flaunted 
it in the face of the speaker. He, more­ 
over. maintained that the purchase of 
the farm was the fulfillment of a po­ 
litical deal made last winter between 
Dr. Rorick, superintendent of the hos­ 
pital, and Mr. Allen, together with 
Congressman Grosvenor, whereby they 
supported Rorick for reappointment in 
return for his promise to push through 
the legislature the adoption of bills 
sanctioning the purchase of land which 
they own. 
Excitement ran high In 
the house, but through 
it all the 
speaker refused to lose his head, and 
made no reply except 
to say: 
“I 
thought the speakership matter was 
settled last winter, Price," to which 
the latter replied, "Oh, it’s 
nothing 
against you 
personally, Mac, but I 
want to stand between the state and 
the carrying out of a political deal." 
The bill was finally adopted, a por­ 
tion of it by a majority vote, Demo­ 
crats refusing to concur with Repub­ 
licans, and the remainder by the solid 
vote of the entire house. Price stood 
steadfastly by his pledge, and voted 
with the Democrats upon that portion 
of the bill containing the appropria 
tion for the Athens farm. 


The second appropriation bill for the 
last three quarters of 1903 and the 
first quarter of 19u4 has been submit­ 
ted to the house by Chairman Crafts 
of the finance committee, 
it carries 
with it a total of $4,916,234, as com­ 
pared with $4,982,000 in the similar bill 
introduced two years ago. 
Included 
among the appropriations is an item 
of $17,000 for the purchase of a farm 
at the Massillon State hospital, and 
$40,000 for the work of repairing the

Young men and young women actual 
ly go to college to take a course iff 
Shakespeare or Chaucer or Dante or 
the Arthurian legends. The course be­ 
comes a mere knowledge course. 
My 
own acquaintance with 
Milton was 
through an exercise in grammar. 
We 
parsed “ Paradise Lost.” 
Much of the 
current college study of Shakespeare 
Is little better than parsing him. 
The 
class falls upon the text like hens 
upon a bone in winter. 
No meaning 
of phrase escapes them; every Min­ 
is literally picked to pieces. 
But tit 
the poet himself, of that which maker 
him what he is, how much do they 
get? 
Very little, I fear. 
They have 
had Intellectual exercise and not un 
emotional experience. They have add­ 
ed to their knowledge*, but have not 
taken a step in culture. 
To dig into the loots and origins of 
the groat poets is like digging into the 
roots of nu oak or maple the better to 
increase your appreciation of the beau­ 
ty of tho tree. 
There stands the tree 
in all its summer glory. Will you real­ 
ly know it any better after you have 
laid bare every root and rootlet? There 
stand 
Homer, Dante, Chaucer and 
Shakespeare. 
Read them, give your­ 
self to them, and master them if you 
are man enough. 
The poets are not to be analyzed; 
they are to be enjoyed; they are not to 
be studied, but to be loved; they are 
not for knowledge, but for culture— 
to enhance our appreciation of life and 
our mastery over its elements. All the 
mere facts about a poet’s work are as 
chaff as compared with the apprecia­ 
tion of one tine line or line sentence. 
Why study a great poet at all after the 
manner of the dissecting room? 
Why 
not rat Ins* seek to make the acquaint­ 
ance of bis living soul and to feel its 
power?—John Burroughs iu Century.

After two years' study in Germany 
he rend law. as several men of letter* 
had before him, while making up hit 
mind with regard to the braneh ol 
literature lie would choose for a pro* 
fession. A semi biograph lea I novel entitled "Morton’s lf ope” did not en.ourng# 
him or hi* friends to believe that fiction was his forte. Neither did the later 
’’Merry Mount, a Romouee of the Massachusetts Polony.’* reverse the first 
judgment, although the descriptive passages gave promise of something better 
In after yearn. Between the two stories lie hod published a fifty page article 
In The North American Review on Peter the Great, which was prophetic of 
hie true vocation as a writer of history and biography, whereupon hi* friend*, 
wh© had withheld their commendation of his romances, urged him to under­ 
take something large in the historical line. 
Meantime hi* cholee of a great historical theme had fallen upon the "RIM 
of the Dutch Republic.” 
It was un Inspiring study, from tile remote age* 
when the barbarian tribes inhabiting the low morasses sent the Batavian 
legion to lie the bodyguard of Roman einiierors down to the times of ( barie* 
Martel ami Charlemagne and of the duke* of Burgundy, when the Netherlands 
became the richest and most populous part of Europe. And afterward, when 
the daughter of Charles the Bold took the title to the Austrian Maximilian, lier 
hflshand, and when their grandson resigned it to Philip II. of Spain, in 1355, 
the same opulence and splendor went with the transmitted inheritance. 
So 
also did a Rowing Protestantism, an •lenient not agreeable to the last inher­ 
its., who straightway undertook to uproot the new reformation doctrines and 
to restore the Roman Catholic supremacy by the tyranny of Alva, w hich even­ 
tually united the provinces in a republic whose naval power became the fore­ 
most iu the world, ultimately compelling Spain to acknowledge Its independ­ 
ence and laying the foundation of a colonial system which is still a factor in 
European politics. 
What a fabric be wove out of these musty leaves after ten years of delving 
wa* seen In 183U, when the three solid octavos of the "Dutch Republic" w ere 
Issued simultaneously in Ixmdon and Now York. 
Readers were enthusiastic in their admiration, 
and great critics sent in their approval. Edward 
Everett, Irving, Bancroft, Hillard and Sumner 
Joined in the general accluoiation. Prescott's tes­ 
timony was as valuable as It whs graceful sine* 
the circle of Motley’s investigations had cut into 
bis own, us bis previously had Intersected the field 
which Irving bad pre-empted. 
No brief extracts from Motley's voluminous 
writing* can give an adequate Idea of their fitness 
to the general subject or their adaptation to par­ 
ticular sections urn! episodes. Readers who < hii- 
not cover the length and breadth of his historical 
scheme, embracing as it did the "History of the 
United Netherlands'’ and the “Life and Death of 
John of Barneveld,” besides the "Dutch Republic,” 
Motley. 
wi,i Judge of the entire work by topics which 
have a romantic Interest both in themselves aud 
lo the manner of their treatment by the historian. 
His portraiture of great 
personages and his description of stirring events are more faithful and vivid 
than any painting, because they reproduce changing records aud continuous 
action as pictorial art cannot. 
It wa* not 
permitted this historian to finish the story of the “Eighty Years’ 
Tragedy” by writing the 
last aet In the “Thirty Years’ War.” 
In "John of 
Barneveld” he had set forth what one of Ills literary predecessors might In* e 
called the "flounderlngs of a double Dutchman In a sea of theological mud” 
over the “five points of the Armenians and the seven points of the Gomarites” - 
foreknowledge, free will, election, Irresistible grace, anil so on. It was inter­ 
esting to him as an antitype of a similar wrangle in New England over tile 
same points after the pilgrims came out of Holland. But the brave little state 
Itself found a historian worthy of the valiant people who first rescued Its terri­ 
f y from the sea aud defended It from the invasion of tyrants. Motley him­ 
self, 111 treated by the diplomacy which he honored in Vicuna and London, has 
met with a recognition higher than a chief magistrate could bestow or take 
away In his acknowledged position as all In all our greatest historian. 
What Motley did for the discoveries and conquests of Spain In the south of 
America Parkman accomplished for the aggressions of France in the north. 
His theme was another Instance of the felicity of genius showu In the cholee 
of a subject as well as in Its treatment. In his case the field was practically 
unoccupied when he entered IL aud he so cultivated it that there was no need 
of a second hand. AH who ahull follow him for some time will Aud little 
which he did not mark or reject. They will have to content themselves with 
the superfluities which he cast away und with what was withheld from him. 
Parkman followed the example of a majority of the writers in the Sew 
England renaissance iu beiug the son of a minister Iii revolt against ecclesi­ 
astical traditions. Of course he would go to Har­ 
vard, where the atmosphere was no longer theo­ 
logically too high aud dry. Then, like his Imme­ 
diate predecessors, he had to try his hand ut his­ 
torical fiction in "Vossall Morton’’ before settling 
down to history writing. One other experiment 
he also made in going to live with the Sioux In­ 
dians in the Black Hills lu order to study the 
Indian as he is, or rather was, before he donned 
an old silk hat for the principal part of his cos­ 
tume. lu 1840 the genuine Ducotah was wrapped 
In a bbl uke t, decorated with feathers and paint 
and armed with arrows and lance. He wus like 
bls forefathers, whose alliance with the French 
was to lie a large feature of the struggle which 
Parkman was going to recount.

Brown Would cultivate the acquaint­ 
ance of head w aiters and cooks, secur­ 
ing the latest information as to the 
social plans of their m asters and mis­ 
tresses, and whenever he learned that 
a party or a hall was under considera­ 
tion he would offer his services to de­ 
liver the invitations or look after the 
comfort of tile guests or superintend 
their arrival and departure in their 
carriages.

There is a deep seated belief am ount­ 
ing alm ost to a superstition th at alco­ 
hol is a very im portant heart stim u­ 
lant, especially when this organ is 
weak. 
W internitz, the great authority 
on 
hydrotherapy In 
Germany, has 
often told us of the very great value 
of cold as a heart stim ulant or tonic 
and th at it is far superior to alcohol in 
this respect. 
Dr. Kellogg gives tho 
method of application as follows: 
“The application consists of a com­ 
press applied to the portion of the 
chest wail over the heart. 
This com* 
prises the space bounded by th£ second 
rib above, the right border of tho 
sternum , a line falling a half inch to 
the right of the nipple and the aixtb 
rib below. 
The compress should bo 
large enough to cover this space and 
to extend at least two Inches outside 
of It. 
Ordinarily the best e(?< 
produced by employing Wa 
tem perature of about OO degrees Th# 
compress should be wrung' moderately 
dry and should be very lightly oovered. 
It is desirable th at cooling by slow 
evaporation should be encouraged and 
be continued for Some tim e,” 
Dr. Kellogg continues: “In Germany 
and France it Is the custom to adm inis­ 
ter alcohol to the patient ju st before 
putting him In a cold bath. Some prac­ 
titioners. as W internitz. adm inister but 
a very small amount, a single mouthful 
of wine, for instance, while others 
give brandy In considerable quantities. 
A few American practitioners employ 
brandy freely with the cold bath. The 
unwisdom of this practice will be ap­ 
parent on due consideration of the fol­ 
lowing facts: 
“One purpose in adm inistering the 
cold bath Is to secure a true stim ulant 
or tonic effect by arousing the vital 
energies through excitation of the 
nerve centers. 
Alcohol was once sup­ 
posed to be capable of effecting this 
and was used for this purpose in ty ­ 
phoid fever and various other morbid 
conditions accompanied by depression 
of the vital forces. 
At the present 
time, however, it is well known, and 
with 
practical 
unanim ity admitted. 
th at alcohol is neither a tonic nor a 
stim ulant, but a narcotic; th a t It de­ 
presses and does not excite; th at it 
lessens and does not increase the ac­ 
tivity of the nerve centers, and that 
this is true of small as well as large 
doses, as bas been shown by the re­ 
searches of careful investigators.”— 
Health. 


ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Give the roots of trees a deep and 
broad bed of soil to start and grow in. 
In pruning the grope cut back to the 
third bud. as it is usually the first en­ 
tirely perfect bud produced. 
When winds prevail from a ry direc­ 
tion, as they usually do, lean the tree a 
little in that direction when setting o u t 
The essentials in making a good gar­ 
den are rich soil, plenty of manure, 
good seeds, timely labor and a fair sea­ 
son. 
Having the soil in a good tilth and 
planting in straight rows will save 
much labor in cultivating in tile gar­ 
den. 
One of the best ways of getting rid of 
moss and lichens adhering to the bark 
of trees is an application of lime w hite­ 
wash. 
In taking trees from a nursery or for­ 
est, preserve nil of the roots aud tine 
rootlets possible. 
Dig oui instead of 
pulling up the tree. 
When the fruit or leaves of any plant 
or tree are eaten by Insects of any Rlud. 
spraying In good season and sufficient 
ly often is the safest aud best remedy. 
Gladiolus bulbs should be planted In 
full sunshine, four or five inches deep 
and about one foot a p a rt Good soil, 
rather sandy, is b est avoiding manure, 
especially if fresh.

It used to be said that a strander who 
waa visiting Now York for tho first 
tim e aud asked bls hotel clerk for ad­ 
vice os to w hat he should do on Still 
day morning would find his doubts 
quickly reduced to tho alternative, “(lo 
over to Brooklyn and hear Beecher” or 
“Go to Grace church and see Brown.” 
No prelate of the Episcopal church was 
^ so widely known eithe; in or beyond his 
New 
York diocese as this valiant 
guardian of old Grace, whose 'income, 
it was estimated, was greaten than 
th a t of any man in the cloth and whose 
power In society was oven more feared 
than that of any bishop. 
He received his appointment as sex- 
0 ton from the Rev. Dr. Thomas House 
Taylor, and, while Dr. Taylor has been 
long forgotten. Sexton Brown is still 
alm ost as much remembered iu the 
great city as Jim Fisk, A. T. Stew art or 
Charles Delmonieo. 
* 
Brown Would cultivate the acquaint­ 
ance of head waiters and cooks, secur­ 
ing the lot est information as to the 
social plans of their m asters and nils 
tresses, and whenever he learned that 
n party or a hall was under considera­ 
tion he would offer Ins services to de­ 
liver the invitations or look after the 
comfort of tile guests or superintend 
. their arrival and departure In their 
1 carriages. 
Beginning in this humble 
way, it was not long before be gained 
the good will of distinguished patrons. 
His authoritative manner, too, was 
adm irable for such occasions. Indeed 
the host himself could hardly issue a 
1 command to bis menials with the 
suavely peremptory emphasis which 
Brown employed. 
Such was his de­ 
portm ent and such his trustw orthy 
zeal th at It was saki th at no one in 
Grace church could be properly feasted 
or buried or could even say his prayers 
w ithout the assistance of Brown, and 
eventually it became something like a 
dictum in a large portion of society 
th at nobody could be married in New 
York In truly first class stylo unless 
Brown’s presence blessed the bridal 
party. 
Nor did any detail th at might be 
w anting for the personal comfort of 
the congregation escape his vigilant 
eye. It w as a habit of old Peter Stuy­ 
vesant, for example, to keep in his pew 
a thermometer. As soon as he had tak- 
en his seat ho would consult it. One 
w inter morning when the tem perature 
was extremely low the furnaces of tile 
church got out of order, and Brown’s 
assistants were able to force through 
them only enough heat to lessen the 
chili a little. It occurred to Brown that 
the condition of the atmosphere would 
not be conducive to cither the piety or 
the comfort of the aged Stuyvesant. 
.When the old gentleman arrived with- 
I in tile porch of the church, he was 
shivering w ith the cold. but without 
attracting ids attention Brown, who 
know that the first thing he would do 
would be to step into his pew and ex­ 
amine the thermometer, slipped 
in 
ahead, pressed one of his fat fingers to 
the little glass bulb and chuckled as he 
saw the mercury ascend to 72. When 
Stuyvesant reached the pew. lie con­ 
sulted the therm om eter as usual, look 
od around wonderingly, but evidently 
concluded that the church must be 
warm enough aud th at therefore ii 
m ust be himself who was cold. 
Brown’s funeral 
was 
marked 
by 
* much of tile pomp and circumstance 
■which he himself bad so often provided 
for the rich aud the great. 
The wits 
said that it was the first in forty years 
th at had been a perfectly correct per­ 
formance w ithout his individual guid­ 
ance. He had died in the little town of 
Brandford one August night in 1880. 
SJlihere he had been In the habit of tak­ 
ing his summer rest. 
He had been 
overcome by the heat while attending 
a wedding at Brandford. and that Ham­ 
m er be complained, probably for the 
first tim e in his life. of ill health. One 
of his orders was that his body should 
be placed in a casket of polished Span­ 
ish cedar.

pursuit of wealth.. S t Francis tolls tis that tho food that rich men 
eat is seasoned by the tears of the poor from whom it was wrung; 
that it is tainted with injustice, wrong and suffering, and that a just 
man should embrace poverty as his bride. 
Our modern attitude seems to have gone so far as to induce 
people to voluntarily take up their abiding placo with the poor, to 
associate with them and to bear their hardships. 
The appeal of 
the tenement settlement, is very strong. 
There was a time when I thought seriously of going into tile 
tenement district of New York city to live, but when my first 
child was born I thought it would be monstrous in mc to subject it 
to tile degrading influences that abound in a poverty stricken dis­ 
trict.

o f A lcoh ol. 
There is n deep seated belief am ount­ 
ing almost to a superstition that alco­ 
hol is a very im portant heart stim u­ 
lant. especially when this orgnn is 
weak. 
W internltz, the great authority 
on 
hydrotherapy in 
Germany, has 
often told us of the very groat value 
of cold as a heart stim ulant or tonic 
and that it is far superior to alcohol in 
this respect. 
Dr. Kellogg gives the 
method of application as follows: 
“The application consists of a com­ 
press applied to the portion of the 
chest wall over the h e a rt 
This coni 
prises tho space bounded by the aecdnd 
rib above, the right border of tho 
sternum , a line falling a half luch to 
the right of the nlpplo and tho sixth 
rib below. 
The compress should bo 
large enough to cover this space and 
to extend at least two Inches outside 
of it. 
Ordinarily the best effects (ire 
produced by employing wafcrt* at a 
tem perature of nbout OO degree*. Th# 
compress should be w rung moderately 
dry and should be very lightly covered. 
it is desirable that cooling by slow 
evaporation should be encouraged sud 
be continued for Some tim e.” 
Dr. Kellogg continues: “In Germany 
and Franco it is the custom to adm inis­ 
ter alcohol to the patient Just before 
putting him in a cold bath. Some prac­ 
titioners, as W internitz. adm inister hut 
a very small amount, a single mouthful 
of wine, for instance, while otliers 
give brandy In considerable quantities. 
A few Atncricnn practitioners employ 
brandy freely with the cold bath. The 
unwisdom of this practice will be ap­ 
parent on due consideration of the fol­ 
lowing facts: 
“One purpose In adm inistering the 
cold bath is to secure a true stim ulant 
or tonic effect by arousing the vital 
energies through excitation of the 
nerve centers. 
Alcohol was once sup­ 
posed to be capable of effecting this 
and was used for this purpose In ty ­ 
phoid fever and various other morbid 
conditions accompanied by depression 
of the vital forces. 
At the present 
time, however, it is well known, and 
with 
practical 
unanim ity admitted. 
that alcohol is neither a tonic nor a 
stim ulant, but a narcotic; th at It de­ 
presses and docs not excite; th at It 
lessens and does not Increase the ac­ 
tivity of the nerve centers, and that 
this is true of small as well as large 
doses, as has been shown by the re­ 
searches of careful investigators,”— 
Health.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Give the roots of trees n deep and 
broad bed of soil to start and grow in. 
In pruning Hie grape cut back to the 
third bud. as it is usually the first en­ 
tirely perfect bud produced. 
When winds prevail from a ry direc­ 
tion, as they usually do, lean the tree a 
little in that direction when setting out 
The essentials in making a good gar­ 
den are rich soil, plenty of manure, 
good seeds, timely labor and a fair sea­ 
son. 
Having the soil in u good tilt Ii and 
limiting in straight rows will save 
much labor in cultivating in the gar 
den. 
One of tho best ways of getting rid of 
moss and lichens adhering to tho burk 
of trees is an application of lime white­ 
wash. 
In taking trees from a nursery or for­ 
est, preserve all of the roots aud line 
rootlets possible. 
Dig out instead of 
pulling up the tree. 
When the fruit or leaves of any plant 
or tree are eaten by insects of any kind. 
spraying In good season and sufficient 
iy often Is the safest and best remedy. 
Gladiolus bulbs should be planted In 
full sunshine, four or five inches deep 
and about one foot apart. Good soil. 
rather sandy, is b est avoiding manure, 
especially lf fresh.

Wonderful are the rose gardens of 
southern California. But why particu­ 
larize gardens when every hedgerow 
to a mass of bewildering bloom? Their 
profusion is as the weed by the road­ 
side In less favored climes. Wherever 
one turns in the flower season he be­ 
holds the most gorgeous roses that ever 
grew. Up the aides of abandoned adobe 
houses the rose kines clamber, hiding 
crumbling walls beneath a glorious 
(Wealth of color. 
Beside the lowliest 
cabin and in neglected barnyards blos­ 
som roses that eastern florists have In 
vain tried to equal. 
Literal thickets of La Marque, Rain­ 
bow and other choice varieties of roses 
bloom and fade unheeded by their care* 
less owners. Could they be marketed is 
eastern cities they would bring wealth. 
On the roads into Los Angeles and 
about Pomona there is in the aggre­ 
gate fully a mile of thick hedges of 
Marechal Mel, Cherokee and Jacque­ 
minot roses. The air is heavy In the 
valleys with the rich perfume. 
The rapid and wondrous growth of 
a ll rose plants is a matter of astonish­ 
ment to all visitors to southern Cali­ 
fornia. There nre hundreds of climb­ 
ing roses that have grown twenty-five 
and thirty feet in three years. At the 
Arlington in Santa Barbara there is a 
climbing rosebush about twenty years 
old w'hose branches cover an area of 
over 2,000 square feet. Its four main 
trunks a yard above the roots measure 
each five inches In diameter. 
At Riverside there is a La Marque 
rosebush fourteen years old that has 
twisted its huge branches about the 
trunk of a big pepper tree and followed 
each limb out to the end, so when it la 
In bloom the tree looks like a great 
bouquet with its thousands of blos­ 
soms. There are some climbing rose­ 
bushes at Pomona that have annually 
for several years borne from 20,000 to 
90,000 blossoms. 
In some of the rose gardens—partic­ 
u la rly in the San Gabriel and Pomona 
▼ alleys—over 150 separate and distinct 


Oar V aried s ia s o a s . 
The longest cold season in the United 
States is found in the Rocky mountain 
region, where It exceeds the warm by 
about ten days. 
The warm season in 
Texas and the lower Missouri valley 
opens about ten days earlier than in 
the region near the middle Atlantic 
coast and from twenty to twenty-five 
days earlier than on the southern coast 
of California. 
In the northwest the 
warm season opens from twenty to 
twenty-five days earlier than Iii the 
lake region and from fifteen to twenty 
days earlier than In the north Pacific 
coast region.

varieties of roses are grown. In the 
Skinner garden in Pomona ITS varie­ 
ties blossom for a month or two each 
year, while twenty-two varieties Im­ 
ported from Japan and the Mediterra­ 
nean are in bloom ten months out of 
twelve. The wealth of color and the 
sense of boundless profusion that a 
visit to southern California rose gar­ 
dens begets are inexpressible. 
When an arbor has been built to sup­ 
port the climbing roses planted by its 
fide, the structure in a year or two is 
completely covered by a network of 
branches and blossoms, while long, 
graceful tendrils droop to the ground. 
In the season of flowers these rose ar­ 
bors present a picture of flowering cat­ 
aracts of brilliant bloom, and the 
whole air is redolent of sweet odors 
such as no perfumer has been able to 
distill. 
Along the streets of the cider settled 
towns large branches heuvily ludeu 
with the most beautiful roses thrust 
themselves over fences aud hedges. On 
many streets there are rows of pepper 
trees up whose shaggy bark Cloth of 
Gold. Beauty of G laten wood and Levo- 
niensis rosea are trained to climb so 
closely as to conceal the trunk. When 
In bloom, there can hardly be a more 
charming sight than a row of these 
trees enveloped from earth to the top 
most branches In mantles of roses of 
•very hue. 
There is in Ventura a magnificent spec­ 
imen of the white La Marque rose. It 
WM planted from a cutting in Novem* 
ber, 1876, and has been trained over a 
large arbor. Its main stem immediate­ 
ly above the ground measures 2 feet 9 
Inches in circumference. Two branches 
•tart from ii, and each is 2 feet I Inch 
in circumference. It has been cut back 
and pruned heavily each year, and last 
year over a wagon loud of prunings 
waa taken fiom it. 
Every wincer the visitors to southern 
California are surprised to find that the 
rose tree, of which they have read so 
much iu Tennyson, is not a fancy of 
the poet

varieties of roses are grown. 
In the 
Skinner garden In Pomona 178 varie­ 
ties blossom for a month or two each 
year, while twenty-two varieties Im­ 
ported from Japan and the Mediterra­ 
nean are in bloom ten months out of 
twelve. The wealth of color and the 
sense of boundless profusion that a 
visit to southern California rose gar­ 
dens begets are inexpressible. 
When an arbor has been built to sup­ 
port the climbing roses planted by Its 
side, the structure in a year or two is 
completely covered by a network of 
branches and blossoms, while long, 
graceful tendrils droop to the ground. 
In the season of flowers these rose ar­ 
bors present a picture of flowering cat­ 
aracts of brilliant bloom, and the 
whole air is redolent of sweet odors 
such aa no perfumer has been able to 
distill. 
Along the streets of the cider settled 
towns large branches heavily ludeu 
with the most beautiful roses thrust 
themselves over fences aud hedges. On 
many streets there are rows of pepper 
trees up whose shaggy bark Cloth of 
Gold. Beauty of Glazenwood and Devo- 
niensis roses are trained to climb so 
closely as to concetti the trunk. When 
In bloom, there can hardly be a more 
charming sight than a row of these 
trees enveloped from earth to the top­ 
most branches In mantles of roses of 
•very hue. 
There is in Ventura a magnificent spec* 
linen of the white La Marque rose. It 
was planted from a cutting in Novem­ 
ber, 1876, and has been trained over a 
large arbor. Its main stem immediate­ 
ly above the ground measures 2 feet 9 
Inches in circumference. Two branches 
•tart from it, aud each is 2 feet I inch 
in circumference. It bas been cut back 
and pruned heavily each year, und last 
year over a wagon load of prunings 
was taken bom it.

Sunlight is fatal to som e of th e lower 
form s of living things, including cer­ 
tain discase germ s w hich are th e canst* 
of some of tho m ost fatal infections 
diseases th a t a Aliet th e hum an race, 
lu fact, the g reatest d isin fectan t in n a­ 
ture is light, or, to be more exact, the 
radiations of the sun, including heat 
rays, light rays and th e invisible rays 
a t lire violet end of the solar spectrum . 
An infectious discase is one w hich 
m ay Ire contract id by th o Introduction 
into the living body of living disease 
germ s, w hich m ay be contained in dif­ 
ferent kinds of infectious m aterial. 
T hus the disease germ (bacillus) w hich 
produces diphtheria is contained in the 
“exudate” or “ false m em brane” de­ 
posited in the th real t or nasal passages 
of those suffering from this disease, 
and the m aterial coughed up b y a p a­ 
tient w ith diphtheria is infectious m a­ 
terial. In cholera and in typhoid fever 
the discharges from th e be .Yds con­ 
tain the germ and are consequently in ­ 
fectious m aterial. 
Now, the object of disinfection is to 
prevent the extension of Infectious d is­ 
eases by destroying th e specific infec­ 
tious ag en ts—germ s—w hich give rise to 
them ; and this is accom plished by the 
use of disinfectants. H aving, as I nope, 
m ade this clear. 
Any chem ical agent w hich destroys or 
m asks bad odors is com monly sic k e n of 
as a disinfectant, and there nre a large 
num ber of so called “d isinfectants” in 
the m arket w hich are sim ply deodor­ 
an ts aud w hich are entirely u n tru st­ 
w orthy for the destruction of infectious 
m aterial—th a t is, m aterial containing 
living discase germ s. 
T hese disease germ s belong to the 
class of low vegetable organism s—m i­ 
croscopic p lan ts—know n as bacterin. 
w hich as n rule thrive better in the 
darkness than w hen exposed to d ay ­ 
light, aud som e of them are quickly 
destroyed by exposure to direct sun 
light. 
In experim ents m ade by m e in 
1893 it w as dem onstrated th a t th e chol­ 
era bacillus is infallibly killed by ex­ 
posure to direct sunlight for an hour or 
two. and the distinguished G erm an 
bacteriologist, Dr. R obert Kocli, lins 
show n th a t the bacillus of consum ption 
—tubercle 
bacillus—is 
destroyed 
by 
sim ilar exposure in a tim e varying 
from a few m inutes to several hours, 
depending upon the thickness of the 
layer of m aterial in w hich it is im ­ 
bedded. 
As a result of this It is evident that 
the m aterial coughed up by patients 
w ith consum ption and containing tu ­ 
bercle bacilli iii vast num bers is far less 
dangerous to the com m unity in regions 
w here th e patient can live out of doors 
and w here tile sun shines nearly every­ 
day fli th e year. 
Some disease germ s w hich are not 
killed o utright by exposure to th e sun’s 
rays ure greatly restrained in their de 
velopm ent. T his is tru e of the bacillus 
of typhoid fever. A lthough it has been 
show n by carefully conducted experi­ 
m ents th a t certain disease germ s ore 
prom ptly destroyed by the lum inous ra­ 
diations from the sun, and especially 
by those a t the violet end of th e solar 
spectrum , It Is also tru e th a t th e heat 
ray s play an im portant p a rt in the do 
structiou of harm ful bacteria. 
This is partly due to the fac t thut 
certain disease germ s nre quickly de­ 
stroyed by being deprived of all m ois­ 
tu re—by desiccation. 
T hus the germ s 
of cholera and of pneum onia quickly 
perish w hen com pletely dried. 
O ther germ s, how ever, as those of 
typhoid fever, of diphtheria and of 
consum ption, may retain th eir vitality 
Inn dried condition for several m onths. 
B ut the germ s of all these diseases are 
destroyed by a com paratively low tem ­ 
perature. 
in 
experim ents 
w hich 
I 
m ade several years ago I ascertained 
th a t the germ s of pneum onia and of 
cholera w ere killed by exposure for a 
few m inutes to a tem p eratu re of Bid 
degrees F. 
A still lower tem perature Is effective 
if the tim e of exposure is prolonged. 
It is therefore evident th a t prolonged 
exposure to the direct rays of the sun 
would destroy these germ s independ­ 
ently of th e disinfecting pow er or 
germ icidal action of the lum inous rays 
or the fatal results of desiccation. 
O ther discase germ s require a high s, 
er tem perature for th eir destruction. 
T he typhoid bacillus and the bacillus 
of diphtheria are killed by exposure 
to a tem perature of 140 degrees F. for 
ten m inutes, 
hi general, it may lie 
stated th at this tem perature is fatal 
to ail the most im portant disease germs- 
T he facts stated furnish ti scientific 
basis for practical disinfection, aud it 
Is evident that w hen sunshine is avail-, 
able no chem ical agents are essential 
for the destruction of disease germ s 
Any article of food or drink which has 
been heated fo ra few m inute* to Home 
thing near the boiling point of w ater 
is absolutely safe, so far us any dan 
ger from disease germ s is concerned 
and any strtlcle of clot bing which has 
been put th ro u g h ’the ordinal y opera 
tions.of the laundry is as safe as if it 
had been placed for an bour in an ex 
pensive steam disinfector or im m ersed 
in a strong disinfecting solution 
It will be seen that scientific ir.rtsti- 
gatlons fully Justify the practice of 
good housewives, who at frequent In 
terrain expose their blankets and arti 
d e s of woolen clothing, which cannot 
be placed in boiling w ater w ithout in 
Jury, to a prolonged sun bath, who 
scald out milk pans and kitchen uten 
alls and place them in the sun to dry 
and w ho open up their sleeping ap art 
d e n ts for the adm ission of sunlight 
and fresh air.—Surgeon G eneral Stern- 
berg to Youth's Companion.

Any chemical agent which destroys or 
; masks bad odors is commonly spoken of 
as a disinfectant, and there are a large 
number of so called “disinfectants” In 
j the market which are simply deodor­ 
ants aud which are entirely untrust- 
I worthy for tlie destruction of infectious 


I material—that is. material containing 
living discase germs. 
These disease germs belong to the 
class of low vegetable organisms—mi­ 
croscopic plants—known as bacteria. 
which as a rule thrive better in the 
darkness than when exposed to day­ 
light. and some of them are quickly 
destroyed by exposure to direct sun 
light. 
In experiments made by me In 
1893 it was demonstrated that the chol­ 
era bacillus Is infallibly killed by ex­ 
posure to direct sunlight for an hour or 
two. and the distinguished German 
bacteriologist, Dr. Robert Kocli, lias 
shown that the bacillus of consumption 
—tubercle 
bacillus—is 
destroyed 
by 
similar exposure in a time varying 
from a few minutes to several hours, 
depending upon the thickness of the 
layer of material in which it is im­ 
bedded. 
As a result of this It is evident that 
tin4 material coughed up by patients 
with consumption and containing tu­ 
bercle bacilli in vast numbers is far less 
dangerous to the community In regions 
where the patient can live out of doors 
and where tile sun shines nearly every 
day fl) tin4 year. 
Some disease germs which are not 
killed outright by exposure to the sun’s 
rays are greatly restrained in their de 
velopuient. This is true of the bacillus 
of typhoid fever. Although it has been 
shown by carefully conducted experi­ 
ments that certain disease germs are 
promptly destroyed by the luminous ra­ 
diations from the sun, and especially 
by those at the violet end of the solar 
spectrum, it is also true that the heat 
rays play an important part In tile do 
struction of harmful bacteria. 
This is partly due to the fact that 
certain disease germs are quickly de­ 
stroyed by being deprived of all uiois 
ture—by desiccation. 
Thus the germs 
of cholera and of pneuiuoulu quickly 
lairish when completely dried. 
Other germs, however, as those of 
typhoid fever, of diphtheria and of 
consumption, may retain their vitality 
in a dried condition for several months. 
But the germs of all these diseases are 
destroyed by a comparatively low tem­ 
perature. 
In experiments which 
I 
made several years ago I ascertained 
that the germs of pneumonia and of 
cholera were killed by exposure for a 
few minutes to a temperature of Hid 
degrees F. 
A still lower temperature is effective 
if the time of exposure is prolonged 
It is therefore evident that prolonged 
exposure to tile direct rays of tile sun 
would destroy these germs Independ­ 
ently of the disinfecting power or 
germicidal action of the luminous rays 
or ti'e fatal results of desiccation. 
Other disease germs require a high 
or temperature for their destruction. 
The typhoid bacillus and the bacillus 
of diphtheria are killed by exposure 
to a temperature of HO degrees F. for 
ten minutes. 
In general, it may he 
stated that tills temperature is fatal 
to all the most important disease genus 
The facts stated furnish a scientific 
basis for practical disinfection, and ii 
Is evident that when sunshine is avail­ 
able no chemical, agents art essential 
for the destruction of disease germs 
Any article of food or dr blk which has 
beet) heated for a few minutes to some 
thing near the boiling point of water 
in absolutely safe, so far as any dun 
ger from disease germs is concerned 
and any article of clothing which has 
been put through‘the ordinal y opera 
tions.of the laundry is as safe as if it 
had been placed for an hour in ira ex 
pensive steam disinfector or Immersed 
In a strong disinfecting solution 
It will be seen that scientific investi­ 
gations fully Justify the practice of 
good housewives, who at frequent in 
terrain expose their blankets and art!

Wonderful are the roue gardens of 
southern California. But why particu­ 
larize gardens when every hedgerow 
la a mass of bewildering bloom I Their 
profusion is os the weed by the road­ 
side in less favored climes. Wherever 
one turns I . the flower season he be­ 
holds the most gorgeous roses that ever 
grew. Up the aides of abandoned adobe 
houses the rose lines clamber, hiding 
crumbling walls beneath a glorious 
.wealth of color. 
Beside the lowliest 
cabin and in neglected barnyards blos­ 
som roses that eastern florists have in 
vain tried to equal. 
Literal thickets of La Marque, Rain­ 
bow and other choice varieties of roses 
bloom and fade unheeded by their care­ 
less owners. Could they be marketed In 
eastern cities they would tiring wealth. 
On the roads into Los Angeles and 
about Pomona there is in tile aggre­ 
gate fully a mile of thick hedges of 
Marechal Nisi, Cherokee and Jacque­ 
minot roses. The air Is heavy in tbe 
valleys with the rich perfume. 
The rapid and wondrous growth of 
all rose plants is a matter of astonish­ 
ment to all visitors to southern Cali­ 
fornia. There tire hundreds of climb­ 
ing roses that have grown twenty-five 
and thirty feet in three years. At the 
Arlington in Santa Barbara there Is a 
climbing rosebush about twenty years 
old whoso branches cover an area of 
over 2,000 square feet. Its four main 
trunks a yard above the roots measure 
each Ave inches In diameter. 
At Riverside there Is a La Marque 
rosebush fourteen j'enrs old that has 
twisted Its huge branches about the 
trunk of a big pepper tree urn! followed 
each limb out to the end, so when It is 
In bloom the tree looks like a great 
bouquet with Its thousands of blos­ 
soms. There are some climbing rose­ 
bushes at Pomona that have annually 
for several years borne from 20,000 to 
50.000 blossoms. 
In some of the rose gardens partic­ 
ularly In the San Gabriel and Pomona 
valleys—over 150 separate aud distinct

varieties of roses are grown. In the 
Skinner garden in Pomona 178 varie­ 
ties blossom for a month or two each 
year, while twenty two varieties im­ 
ported from Japan and the Mediterra­ 
nean are in bloom ten months out of 
twelve. The wealth of color uud tbs 
sense of boundless profusion that a 
visit to southern California rose gar­ 
dens begets are Inexpressible. 
When un arbor has been built to sup­ 
port the climbing roses planted by Its 
side, the structure In a year or two Is 
completely covered by a network of 
branches uud blossoms, while long, 
graceful teudrila droop to the ground. 
In the aeason of flowers these rose ar­ 
bors present a picture of flowering cat­ 
aracts of brilliant bloom, and the 
* hole air is redolent of sweet odors 
such us no perfumer has been able to 
distill. 
Along the streets of the cider settled 
towns large branches heavily laden 
with the most beautiful roses thrust 
themselves over fences and hedges. Ou 
many streets thero are rows of pepper 
tret s up whose shaggy bark Cloth of 
Gold. Beauty of Greenwood and Levo- 
nieusis roses are trained to climb so 
closely as to conceal the trunk. When 
In bloom, there eau hardly he a more 
charming sight than a row of these 
trees enveloped from earth to the tup 
most branches In mantles of roses of 
•very hue. 
There is in Ventura a magnificent spec­ 
imen of tbe white La Marque rose. It 
was planted from a cutting In Novem­ 
ber, 187U, and has been trained over a 
large arbor. Its main stem immediate­ 
ly above the ground measures 2 feet 0 
Inches in circumference. Two branches 
•tart from it, aud each is 2 feet I inch 
in circumference. It has been cut back 
and pruned heavily sa ch year, and last 
year over a wagon load of prunings 
was taken from lr. 
Kvery winier the visitors to southern 
California are surprised to And that the 
rose tree, of tv bleb they have read so 
much in I eunytou. is not a fuucy of 
the poet.
